Undue Multiplicity Rejection of Claims 1-160 Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the Office Action's multiplicity rejection of 
Claims 1-160. It is respectfully submitted that claims 1-160, of which only a relatively 
modest number are independent (16), systematically claim the inventive subject matter at 
different levels of abstraction believed needed for fairly securing the proper scope of 
protection. It is submitted that this is a reasonable number of claims in view of the 
several related and inter-related contours of the inventive subject matter as described in 
the specification. 

However, in accordance with MPEP § 2173. 05(n) and the Examiner's stated 
number of 50 claims, Applicants select claims 1-10, 51-60, 71-90, and 101-110 for 
examination. This selection is "with traverse" insofar as it is respectfully requested that 
the multiplicity rejection of the remaining claims be closely revisited upon examination 
of the selected claims.
